*Soviet note : The Soviet aide-memoire given Ambas- 
sador Thompson on 24 March failed to make any new pro- 
posals. It repeated the agenda the USSR suggested on 28 
February for a summit conference, and reaffirmed its call 
for a foreign ministers’ conference to deal only with or- 
ganizational questions. The new note advanced no specific 
proposals for the date or composition of either conference, 
but again pressed the Western powers for specific answers 
to Moscow’s agenda proposals, while resisting Western calls 
for substantive preparatory talks. ‘ 
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
